The  Zoning   Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston,    acting   under  Chapter  665 
of  the  Acts  of  1956  as  amended,   after  due  report,    notice,    and   hearing   does 
hereby  amend  Map   I    -   Boston   Proper,   of  the  series  of  maps  entitled   "Zoning 
Districts   -   City  of  Boston"   as  established   under  Chapter  665  of  the  Acts  of 
1956  as  amended,    as  follows,   for  a  period  of  twelve  months  from  the  effective 
date  of  this  amendment: 

1.        By  adding  an  appropriate  crosshatching  or  shading  and  the  letters 
"IPOD",    indicating  an    Interim   Planning  Overlay   District,   to  the 
present  B-2,    B-4,    B-8,    B-8-D,    B-10,    and   B-10-155  zoning  designa- 
tions of  an   area  of  land   described   as  follows: 

Such   portions  of  the  present  B-IO-155,    B-IO,    B-8,    B-8-D,    B-4, 
and   B-2  subdistricts   in   Boston   Proper  as  are  within  the  fol- 
lowing  boundaries:    from  the  northwesterly  corner  of  St.    James 
Avenue  and  Arlington  Street,    northerly  along   Arlington  Street 
to  Public  Alley   No.    438;    westerly  along   Public  Alley   No.    438 
and  an   extension  thereof  through  the  property  between 
Clarendon   and   Berkeley  Streets  to   Public  Alley  No.    439; 
westerly  along   Public  Alleys   No.    439,    440,    441,   442,    443,    444, 
and  an  extension  thereof  to  Massachusetts  Avenue;    southerly 
along  Massachusetts  Avenue  to   Belvidere  Street;    southwesterly 
along   Belvidere  Street  to  St.    Cecilia  Street;    northeasterly 
along  St.    Cecilia  Street  to  Scotia  Street;    southwesterly  along 
Scotia  Street  to   Dalton   Street;    northerly  along   Dalton  Street  to 
a  point   120  feet  south  of  the  southerly   sideline  of  Boylston 
Street;    easterly  along  a   line  parallel  to  and   120  feet  south  of 
said   southerly  sideline  of  Boylston   Street  to   Exeter  Street; 
southerly  along   Exeter  Street  to   Blagden   Street;   and  easterly 
along   Blagden   Street  and   St.    James  Avenue  to  Arlington 
Street. 

Said   area  to  be   known  as  the   Boylston  Street   Interim   Planning 
Overlay   District,    which   shall   be  governed   by  the   regulations  of  the 
Boylston  Street   Interim   Planning  Overlay   District,   Article  27B.

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By  dividing  the  area  designated   and  described   in   item  1    into  nine 
subdistricts  entitled  and  described  as  follows:

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Boylston   and   Fairfield 
Streets,    northerly  along   Fairfield  Street  to   Public  Alley   No. 
442;    westerly  along   Public  Alleys   No.    442,   443,   444,   and   an 
extension  thereof  to  Massachusetts  Avenue;    southerly  along 
Massachusetts  Avenue  to  Boylston  Street;   easterly  along 
Boylston  Street  to   Fairfield   Street. 

b.  Upper  Boylston  Street  Southside   I    (Massachusetts  Avenue  to 
Cambria  and   Dalton  Streets) 

From  the  corner  of  Dalton  and  Scotia  Streets,    northerly  along 
Dalton  Street  to  Cambria  Street;    northwesterly  along   Cambria 
Street  to  Boylston  Street;   westerly  along   Boylston  Street  to 
Massachusetts  Avenue;    southerly  along  Massachusetts  Avenue 
to   Belvidere  Street;    southeasterly  along   Belvidere  Street  to  St. 
Cecilia  Street;    northeasterly  along  St.    Cecilia  Street  to  Scotia 
Street;    and   southeasterly  along  Scotia  Street  to  Dalton  Street. 

c.  Upper  Boylston  Street  Southside   II    (Cambria  Street  to   Exeter 
Street) 

From  a  point  in  the  center  of  Exeter  Street  120  feet  south  of 
the  southerly  sideline  of  Boylston  Street  at   Exeter  Street, 
northerly  along   Exeter  Street  to  Boylston  Street;   westerly 
along   Boylston  Street  to  Cambria  Street;    southeasterly  along 
Cambria  Street  to  Dalton  Street;    northerly  along   Dalton   Street 
to  a  point  120  feet  south  of  the  southerly  sideline  of  Boylston 
Street;    easterly  along  a   line  parallel   to  and   120  feet  south  of 
said   southerly  sideline  of  Boylston  Street  to   Exeter  Street. 

d.  Boylston  Street  Northside   I    (Exeter  Street  to   Fairfield  Street) 

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Boylston  and   Exeter  Streets, 
northerly  along   Exeter  Street  to  Public  Alley   No.    441;   westerly 
along   Public  Alley   No.    441   to   Fairfield  Street;    southerly  along 
Fairfield  Street  to   Boylston  Street;    and  easterly  along   Boylston 
Street  to   Exeter  Street. 

e.  Copley  Square  (Clarendon  Street  to   Exeter  Street) 

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  St.    James  Avenue  and 
Clarendon   Street,    northerly  along  Clarendon  Street  to  Public 
Alley   No.    439;   westerly  along   Public  Alleys   No.    439  and  440  to 
Exeter  Street;    southerly  along   Exeter  Street  to  Biagden 
Street;    and  easterly  along   Biagden  Street  and   St.    James 
Avenue  to  Clarendon  Street. 
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f .  Boylston  Street  Northside   II    (Arlington  Street  to  Clarendon 
Street) 

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Boylston  and   Arlington 
Streets,    northerly  along  Arlington  Street  to  Public  Alley 
No.    438;      westerly  along   Public  Alley   No.    438  and  an  extension 
thereof  to  Clarendon  Street;    southerly  along   Clarendon  Street 
to  Boylston  Street;   and   easterly  along   Boylston  Street  to 
Arlington   Street. 

g.  Boylston  Street  Southside   I    (Arlington  Street  to   Berkeley 
Street) 

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Providence  Street  and 
Arlington  Street,    northerly  along   Arlington  Street  to  Boylston 
Street;    westerly  along   Boylston  Street  to   Berkeley  Street; 
southerly  along   Berkeley  Street  to  Providence  Street;   and 
easterly  along   Providence  Street  to  Arlington   Street. 

h.        Boylston  Street  Southside   II    (Berkeley  Street  to  Clarendon 
Street) 

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  St.    James  Avenue  and 
Berkeley  Street,    northerly  along   Berkeley  Street  to   Boylston 
Street;    westerly  along   Boylston   Street  to  Clarendon  Street; 
southerly  along   Clarendon  Street  to  St.    James  Avenue;   and 
easterly  along  St.    James  Avenue  to   Berkeley  Street. 

i.         Park  Square   Building   Block 

From  the  northwesterly  corner  of  St.    James  Avenue  and 
Arlington  Street,    northerly  along  Arlington  Street  to 
Providence  Street;   westerly  along   Providence  Street  to 
Berkeley  Street;    southerly  along   Berkeley  Street  to  St.    James 
Avenue;    and  easterly  along  St.    James  Avenue  to  Arlington 
Street.
